REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Appliant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant repeated the same argument that Table 2 in 
the Tobiasch reference shows that the cDNA expressing both ORF5 and ORF7 generated lower amount of immune response 
than either ORF5 or ORF7 alone. The examiner is well aware of such a difference; however, examiner has also articulated the 
reasonings for the combination of the ORF2, ORF5 and ORF7 into one expression vector for cDNA vaccination, which is for the 
purpose of generating a broad spectrum multi-antigenic immune response against all the EAV structural proteins, which are 
ORF2, ORF5, and ORF7, rather than eliciting immune response against only one of them. Albeit a lower level of immune 
response as compared to immunization with a single antigen of either ORF5 or ORF7, examiner considers the induction of 
immune response against all three structural proteins to be more important than induction of immune response against only 
ORF5 or ORF7 and therefore would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the three ORFs into one vector. 
Applicant's assertion that ORF5+7 vaccine is inferior to either ORF5 or ORF7 alone is solely based on the % of immune 
response detected but not on any actual EAV protection/challenge study results. It is known in the art that a higher amount of 
immune response raised against a single viral antigen cannot be equated to a more protective vaccine. Therefore, applicant's 
assertion lacks evidentiary basis. Rejections are maintained for reasons of records.
